Meuse, the armies appear still to be 
waiting for the outcome of the fighting 
on the wings, as there has been a lull 
jin the battle there. 

Between the Argonne and the 
Meuse, and again in Woevre, there 
has been more severe fighting. The 
French claim to have made “blight 
progress, and to have advanced in 
several points, especially to the east 


of St. Mihiel. 

Although the French staff is sparing 
with its information, it is evident that 
the forces which advanced from Toul 
to oppose the Germans who crossed the 
Meuse near St. Mihiel, have succeeded 
in getting behind the small contingent 
of invaders who had carried out an 
attempt to bend the French line at this 
point. Other offensive movements by 
the French between Verdun and Toul 
were repulsed, however, according to 
the German report. 

In Lorraine and in the Vosges there 
has been no change in the situation. 
Here, too, the armies seem to be wait- 
ing the result of the greater contest 
going on further west where, British 
military experts believe, the allies at 
last have set the claws of their left 
in the German right wing under Gen- 
eral Von Kluck. 


RUSSIAN ARMIES 
CONTINUE SWEEP. 


armies continue to 
sweep through Galicia and according 
to a ‘report from Rome tonight, that 
province of the Austrian empire is 
clear'‘of Austrian troops. What is 
meant is that the field armies of Aus- 
tria either have gone into the fortresses 
of Przemysl and Cracow or retreated 
to the south and west. 

The Russians have come across the 
country in great parallel lines and, 
masking Przemysl,° have swept the 
country clear as far as a line drawn 
from Douklo, in the south, to -the 
neighborhood of Rzeszow, in the north, 
while other forces have pushed their 
way through the passes of the Carpa- 
thians into Hungary. They only have 
to go a little farther to get possession 
of the railway that runs from Sandec 
through the mountains. to Lublau, and 
thence through the heart of the coun- 
try to Budapest. 

If they accomplish this they will, be 
able.to join hands ‘with the army ap- 
proaching Cracow. According to Petro- 
grad correspondents they intend to 
treat Cracow as they did Przemysl and 
continue their march into Silesia. In 
the meantime they have for a week 
been fighting the Germans along the 
river Niemen, between. Kovno and 
Grodno and thus far have held them 
in check, while reinforcements have 
been reaching them. 

The battle is described as a furious 
one, but no details have been allowed 
to leak out. The German object in 
sending a strong force in this direc- 
tion is to attempt to cut the railway

GERMANS POUND 
ANTWERP FORTS. 


The Germans are even busier than 
the Russians, for besides the battles 
in France and Russia, they have be- 
fun an attack on the outer forts of 
Antwerp. For two days they have’ 
been shelling forts Waelhem and 
Wavre-St. Catharines, which cover the 
road from Malines to Antwerp. Be- 
hind Waelhem are the watérworks 
that supply Antwerp, but even the 
destruction of thesé would not be fatal 
to the fortress, as a good supply of 
water has been provided for from 
other sources. 

Concerning the progress of this .at- 
tack, official reports give widely dbhf- 
ferent accounts. The Belgians say the 
German attempts to advance have 
been repulsed and that their shells 
have had no effect on the forts. On 
the other hand the Germans declare 
the Belgian sorties have been driven 
back. It probably will be some days 
yet before the Germans bring the full 


force of their artillery to bear, and 
not until then can it be judged whether 
the forts can stand the fire of modern 
siege guns. 

The Germans have agreed not to 
damage or destroy historical -monu- 
ments-or churehes, if the. Belgians will 
agree not to use them for military 
purposes, 


AUSTRIAN MINES 
ANGER ITALY. 


The sowing of floating mines by the 
Austrians to harass the French and 
English warships in the Adriatic has 
resulted in the sinking of an’ Italian 
fishing boat, and the Italian govern- 
ment has entered a protest. at -Vienna. 
The incident has created bitter feeling 
in Italy, where, it is said, the mines 
have drifted from the Austrian to the 
Italian side of the Adriatic and have 
terrorized the fishing industry, the 
Chief resource of this region. 

Semlin, the important Austrian town 
opposite Belgrade, which the Servians 
captured several weeks ago, but evac- 
uated when the Austrians threatened 
them in another. quarter, again has 
fallen into Servian hands. This will 
relieve Belgrade from the almost in- 
cessant cannonading to. which that 
city has been subjected. Sarajevo, 
capital of Bosnia, is coming within 
gunshot of the Servian and Montene- 


grin armies, which hope to add that 
city to their conquests. 


GERMAN WINGS 
ARE RECEDING. 


From the Battle Front, September 


30.—(Via Paris.)—This was the nine-. 


teenth day of continued hard fighting 
along the 150 mile front from the 
Somme to the Moselle, 
no definite indication that the battle 
is nearing a finish. There are, how- 
ever, evidences that the Germans are 
receding before a forcible and sustain- 
ed pushing from the allied armies, 
especially on their western and eastern 
wings, while the center, where the 
Germans are more strongly entrench- 
ed than at any other point with heavy 
artillery, remains almost stationary. 

It is generally concluded by French 
militafy men that some important 
movement must soon be made by the 
Germans, who have found it impossible 
to stem the advance of the allies, 
though they offered the sternest and 
most desperate resistance, sacrificing 
thousands of men daily. 

The German wings appear to be 
folding back on the center, leaving 
the ,sole loophole for a backward 
movément by way of Rethel. 

The Germans’ main supply base at 
Juniville,. protected by heavy masses 
of troops, as it is absolutely essential 
that this place shall be held for the 
revictualling of the German armies in 
northeastern France, appears to be 
placed in a somewhat precarious situa- 
tion with its single line of railroad. 

The line of battle has changed con- 
Siderably since the beginning of the 
actual contact between the two great 
armies, whose numbérs and real po- 
sitions it is not permitted to make 
public. The front now presents sinu- 
ous windings, looping inward and out- 
Ward at various points in a countfy 
which everywhere is adapted wonder- 
fully to defense. 

The allies’ commanders are husband- 
ing their men’s lives by keeping them 
whenever possible from frontal attacks 
on positions where the Germans are in 
advantageous situations. 


BAVARIAN PRINCE 
TAKEN BY FRENCH. 


London, September 30.—The. corre- 
Sspondent of The Times at Nancy, 
France, telegraphing under date of 
September 26, gives an unconfirmed re- 
port that the French have retaker St. 
Mihiel, fortified encampment on the 
Méuse, twenty miles south-southeast of 
Verdun and also-that they have cap- 
tured the prince of Bavaria at Nomeny, 
fourteen miles north of Nancy. The 
correspondent adds that according to 
the report the Germans are assaulting 
Nomeny with the object of setting the 
prince free. 


The Prince of Bavaria referred to in 
The London. Times’ dispatch is proba- 
bly the Crown Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, who is in command of the ‘Ba- 


varian army in that region.

Flanking Movement of Allies 
Developing With Great Kapidity 


September 30.—The following 
issued to- 


Paris, 
official communication was 
night: 

“The general situation is satisfac- 
tory. There has been no change of any 
account on the front, except south of 
Woevre, where we have occupied Seich- 
eprey and advanced as far as the 
slopes to Rupt de Mad.” 

According to the official bulletin on 
the war given out this afternoon, the 
turning movement of the allies north 
of the Somme is developing rapidly. A 
German attack on Tracy-Le-Mont has 
been repulsed with heavy losses. 

The text of the statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“First—On’ our. left wing, north of 
the Somme, the action continues to 
develop more and more towards the 
north. Between the Oise and the 
Aisne the enemy has delivered a vigor- 
ous attack on Tracy-Le-Mont to the 
northeast of the forest of Aigue. The 
Germans have been repulsed with 
heavy losses. 

“Second—On the center there is rela- 
tive calm along the entire front, which 
extends from Rheims to the Meuse. 

“In Galicia the efforts at sorties made 
Between the Argonne and the Meuse 
we have made slight progress. 

“In the Woevre district there have 
been severe battles. Our troops have 
advanced at several points, notably to 
the east of St. Mihtel. 

“On our “en wing in Lorraine and 
the Vosges there has been no change. 
by the Austrian garrison at Przemysl 
have failed. The Austrian armies con- 
tinue to retreat in disorder, losing 
many prisoners and much artillery and 
war material. At Mount Duzfok, 
south of Przemysl, in the Carpathians, 
a Russian detachment has defeated a 
Hungarian brigade and penetrated into 
Hungary.” 

It was again the turn of the allies’ 
left yesterday to sustain the shock 


of the enemy’ on the battle front in 
northern France, and though the offi- 
cial communication does not say s0, 
it is reliably stated that again they 
took many prisoners. 

The apparent lack of consistency in 
the operation of the Germans, added to 
the increased vigilence of the censors, 
is making the lot of the military proph- 
ets a hard one. All they can de- 
duce today from the information given 
out is that the Germans failed to 
break through the allies’ front any- 
where. 

Naturally the absence of news makes 
a place for rumors which are very plen- 
tiful, but which no one dares t6 pub- 
lish, even if their truth had been as- 
certained. Commentators are required 
also te be very circumspect, as-is 
shown ‘by the blank, white gaps of 
various lengths in the censored arti- 
cles in the Paris newspapers. All that 
can be said of the unofficial reports 
that are printable is that they are 
not unfavorable to the allies. 

The Zouaves are reported by return- 
ing wounded soldiers to be covering 
themselves. with glory in the allies’ 
left. It is related that one day recent- 
ly the French were obliged to recede 
under a tremendous pressure. of num- 
bers and left eight three-inch guns 
in the hands of the enemy.( This en- 
raged the Zouaves, who begged to be 
allowed to get them back and recap- 
ture the position. 

When trumpets were sounded (for 
the charge. and the Zouvaves ‘bounded 
forward many turned their heads as 
they did not wish to see what they 
thought was sure to happen to them, 
but on they went, singing, shouting 
and defying the rain of machine gun 
fire. A great proportion fell on the 
way, but the rest pressed forward un- 
til they pounced on the enemy's line. 
It seemed then as if there were only 
a few flashes of cold steel before the 
enemy broke and the cannon were im- 
mediately trained on the fleéing foe to 
avenge the Zouaves who had fallen 
in the heroic charge.

Rome, September 30.—(Via Paris.)—

RUSSIANS ARE DEFEATING 
GERMANS AND AUSTRIANS 


Broken Austrian Army Is 
Being Hotly Pursued and 
the Forces of the Czar Have 
Invaded Hungary. 


GERMANS THROWN BACK

All Attempts of the Kaiser’s

London, September 30:—The fighting 
along the East Prussian frontier, in 
which the Russians have extended 
their front 150 versts (99 mules) has 
resulted in the repulse of all the Ger- 
man attempts to force a passage of 
the river Niemen. *> This statement is 
contained ina dispatch from Reuter’s 
Petrograd correspondent. 

The Rome correspondent of the Ex- 
change Telegraph company says it is 
officially announced in advices from 
Petrograd that the Austrian province 
of Galicia now is completely freed of 
Austrians, the last remnants of their 
troops having sought refuge in the 
Carpathians. 

Battle Raging Since Sunday. 

A dispatch from Rome to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company, dated 
Tuesday, says: 

“A Petregrad message states that a 
fierce battle between the army of Gen- 
eral RennenKampff and that of the 
German general, Von Hindenburg, has 
been raging since Sunday morning 
along a front extending from Grodne 
to Druskeniki, on the Niemen river. 
Four army corps have been engaged 
on both sides and the Russians are 
being constantly reinforced from Vilna. 
The Russians have already ' repulsed 
the Germans at several points.”’ 

A Rome dispatch to the Central 
News.says the Russian ambassador 
announces that an Austrian army, flee- 
ing before the Russians, has been sur- 
rounded near Doukle, and that its de- 
feat is complete. All the food, am- 
munition and war material which was, 
being conveyed back to Austria, has 
fallen into Russian hands.

Russians Hold

change Telegraph company. The re- 
ports contintes: 

“The northé@rn column (of Russians) 
has made an assault on Tarnow, the 
last obstacle between it and Cracow, 
and distant from the place. only 60 
miles. The southern column; after oc- 
cupying Sanek, has advanced westward 
with the intention of cutting off the 
retreat in that section of the Austrian 
army which is being driven southward. 

“Indications are that the Russians do 
not intend to capture Cracow, but to 
leave it cut off and surrounded and 
then to advance toward Breslau, hoping 
to join the Russian center now in Po- 
land.” 

Russians Attack Germans. 

Paris, September 30.—An official 
communication issued at Petrograd and 
received by the Havas agency says: 

“In the region of Ossowetz and 
Drzskeniki, on September 28, the Rus.- 
sians attacked the Germans furiously. 
A new attempt by the Germans to 
cross the Niemen failed and a violent 
combat took place for possession of 
the northern routes of the forest of 
Augustowo. This town is occupied by 
Russian troops. 

“In Galicia the Austrian rear guard 
has suffered another defeat near Dou- 
kle, and abandoned their cannon and 


400 wagons. 

‘In the region of Krosno, Galicia, 
the Russians have taken two hundred 
prisoners belonging to twenty-two dif- 
ferent regiments.”

AUSTRIAN “TRUTH”

Archduke Frederick Claims

Vienna, September 30.—(Vita Amster- 
dam and London.)—Archduke Freder- 
ick of Austria, commander-in-chief of 
the Austrian army, today issued the 
following army order: 

“The situation of the Germans and 
Austrians is favorable. The- Russian 
offensive is beginning to break down. 
-We, with the German troops, again 
shall beat the enemy, already beaten 
at Krasnik, Zamoso (both towns of 
Russian Poland), Insterburg:and Tan- 
nenburg (the last two places named 
are in East Prussia). 

“The German main army, 
eves penetrated deep 
France, “~wher® a new and great 
tory is imminent. 

“In the Balkan theater we are fight- 
.ing in the enemy’s territory. The Ser- 
vian resistance is beginning to weaken. 

“Internal dissatisfaction, insurrec- 
tions and lack of food threaten our 
enemy in the rear, while the dual mon- 
archy: and Germany are united, and 
have full confidence of fighting out to 
the end this war which was forced 
upon us. 

“This is the truth about the situa- 
tion. This proclamation must be made 
known to all officers and men in their 
respective mother tongue.” 


BERLIN CLAIMS 


RUSSIAN REPULSE. 

London, SeptemBer 30.—An official 
statement, issued in Berlin today and 
received here through Marconi wire- 
less, follows: 

“The Russians, in trying to cross 
the Carpathians in small-columns and 
break through into Hungary, have 
been repulsed everywhere. <As these 
troops are operating a great distance 
from the main theater of war, their 
maneuvers are unimportant, but if the 
intention was to create disquiet among 
the Hungarian population it has been 
frustrated. 

“As the result of new operations 
commenced by the united German- 
Austro-Hungarian forces, the enemy on 
both sides of Weichzl (in Silicia, on 
the Vistula) has retreated. Strong 
bodies of Russian cavalry have been 
dispersed near Biecz a, while to 
the north of Weichzl several divisions 
of the enemy’s cavalry have been 
driven in front of the German army.” 


REQUISITIONS DENIED, 
GERMANS GO TO LOOTING 


London, September 30.—Correspond- 
ents of The Times in France gives 
contrasting instances of the manner in 
which Germans deal with the towns 
they occupy. During the German oc- 
cupation of Peronne, owing to the fail- 
ure to provide the requisitions de- 
manded,. the commanding officer, a 
Times correspondent says, gave the 
troops permission to loot_the town, For 
two hours the Germans needed no sec- 
ond invitation, it is said, and furniture, 
ancient and modern silver and bronzes, 
jictures and personal property were 
oaded on trains and taken away. Af- 
terwards houses and shops’ were 
burned. 

At Amiens, in similar circumstances, 
but where requisitions were satisfied 
The Times’ correspondent pays a trib- 
ute to the way in which the Germans 
kept their part of the bargain. No 
illegal demands were made, all public 
buildings were respected and the beau- 
tiful cathedral was. not violated in any 
way. The officers in many cases went 
out of their way to show politeness.

The Ghent, Belgium, correspondent 
of The Daily News in a dispatch dated 
asserts that by order of the 
authorities Alost, a town of 
40,000 inhabitants, was .com- 
evacuated by the civilian popu- 
lation before the Germans took pos- 
session of the place on Monday. 

“When the -Germans entered Alost 
today it was as quiet as a sepulchre,”’ 
says the dispatch.

The public is still tn ignorance of the 
fact that a great number of the princes 
of India have offered money and 
troops to Great Britain. The Rhenish- 
Westphalian Gazette publishes, with 
approving comment, the following 
letter: 

“The expectation, 
pressed, that the Indians, when 
learn of the British defeats, will rise 
against their oppressors yet may be 
fulfilled. I just have had an oppor- 
tunity to talk with a German physi- 
cian from Muenster, who was for many 
years in India. He says that Great 
Britain is circulating reports in India 
of fabulous victories at land and sea, 
and that Germany mo longer can offer 
earnest resistance. 

“All newspapers appearing in India 
are daily fed with reports of British 
victories, and other newspapers,. with 
reports of even the slightest reverses, 
are not allowed to enter the country. 
The censorship is extraordinarily 
sharp. The Indians believe these re- 
ports of victories, since they receive 
no other reports than such as are cal- 
culated to strengthen their belief that 
Great Britain is unconquerable. If this 
confidence should be shaken ever so 
little the consequences for British rule 
in India could not be foreseen. 

“It should, therefore, be the en- 
deavor of the German government to 
see to it that the truth is made known 
to the Indians, who are eager for free- 
dom, The physician believed that if 
this could be done, even in a few 
places, an uprising Would be the work 
of a few days.

Central and South American trade doors 
are open to Atlanta and all the cities of the 
south as widely as they are to the rest of 
the United States or to any. foreign country. 

south and entral America bought in 
1912 foreign preducts to the value of 
$1,241,773,366, according to a bulletin re- 
cently issued by the Southern Settlement 
and Development organization of Balti- 
more, established to develop commerce with 
the Latin-American republics. Engaged in 
the very commendable work of promoting 
Baltimore’s advantages as a port, the infor- 
mation supplied by this organization is ex- 
ceedingly valuable to every city and every 
manufacturing and agricultural interest in 
the south. The comments of the Baltimore 
papers, reproduced on this page, show with 
what favor the work is being received in 
that city. 

South and Central America,.as this re- 
port shows, buy less than 26 per cent of 
their annual exports from the United 
States, while-they get 50 per cent of them 
from three foreign countries—Great Britain, 
Germany and France—all of whom are now 
involved in a disastrous war that has almost 
entirely checked their foreign commerce. 

While we have been gelling to these 
countries, right at us, only $305,000,000 of 
products, European and other foreign coun: 
tries have been making them annual custom- 
ers to the extent of $936,000,000. Why? Itis 
because the foreigner has gone after the 
trade, while we have been content to take 
a chance on what comes to us. 

Let’s see what imported products these 
countries use. We have it direct from con-

MR. HARDING’S ADDRESS. 

if there were any way of determining 
just how much cotton the world would con- 
Sume in a particular year, and if there were 
then a way of allotting his portion of it! to 
each planter, the south’s cotton problem 
would find easy and ready solution. 

The first factor, within certain limita- 
tions, is comparatively easy of ascertain- 
ment; experts can tell within®’a few hundred 
or, at least, a few thousand bales of what 
figure between 12,000,000 and 13,000,000 
bales the world will use. But the allotment 
to each planter or plow of his or its share 
is quite another probleni. There is where 
some system must be devised in which the 
practical may be ultimately evolved from 
the experimental. 

In an interesting address delivered Wed- 
nesday besore the National Association of 
Cotton Manufacturers, in session at Lenox, 
Mass., W. P. G. Harding, one of the best- 
known bankers in the south, and now a 
member of the federal reserve board, points 
out that a too short cotton crop next year 
would be equally dangerous with overpro- 
duction. In other words, he takes, inferen- 
tially, the position that it is. important to 
find the mean of cotton production for 1915 
between the two extremes, either of which 
would threaten our commercial prosperity. 
In his interesting address, which, through- 
out, is pertinent to present conditions, Mr. 
Harding makes this striking statement:

southern farming is

to cattle raising and 
foodstuffs. But it would be most un- 
fortunate if Dy any chance the pro- 
duction of cotton next year should be 
so small as to make the trade depend- 
ent upon the present crop for the 
yreater portion of its two years’ sup- 
ply. Cotton goods can compete with 
more expensive fabrics only up to a 
certain price level: and if a year hence 
the prevailing prices for raw cotton 
should be as abnormally high as they 
are now abnormally low, the manufac- 
turers of cotton goods will have their 
present problems aggravated, and 
would be fatally handicapped in a 
movement for trade expansion at the 
very time when it is probable that 
conditions would be ripe for efforts in 
that direction. 


We may ascértain, approximately, 
through consideration of past experience and 
present conditions, just about where 
that mean of production is, or-about what 
the 1915 crop should be in order to make 
both crops bring on the market a price 
which would pay the cost of production arfd 
a reasonable profit. 

When that has been done and it is de- 
termined whether the reduction in the 1915 
acreage as compared with that of 1914 
should be 30, 40 or 50 per cent, or whatever 
it may be, the problem resolves itself into 
one of a proper distribution of this reduc- 
tion so as to make it effective; that is, suf- 
ficient to keep the price of raw cotton ata 
satisfactory level, and yet not so small that 
it would compel any discontinuance of 
manufacture which, Mr. Harding considers, 
would be equally disastrous to the south and 
the country generally with overproduction. 

There is but one effective way to bring 
about the necessary crop reduction, and that 
is by some legislative action on the part of 
the federal government which will be uni- 
form in its operation upon states, communi- 
ties and individuals; and in connection with 
such federal action, if it is taken, Mr. Hard- 
ing has presented some interesting and valu- 
able points for consideration.

Create a Demand for Cotton. 


(From The Commerce (Ga.) Observer.) 

The main problem before the southern 
people is that of creating a demand for the 
1914 cotton crop. Nothing of practical value 
will result from the meetings, conventions 
and conferences that are being held. Nor 
will the adoption of resolutions by various 
bodies relative to the reduction in acreage 
next year achieve anything definite and 
practical. 

It lies within the power’ of the southern 
people to help themselves in restoring busi- 
ness to normal conditions in so far as this 
is possible with the European war in progress, 
And, after all, it remains for the south to 
work out her own salvation. 

Practic&lly every family in the south ‘will 
use one hundred or more yards of cotton 
goods during the next few months. If each 
family will buy this amount of cotton goods 
within the next thirty days, the merchants 
will place orders with jobbers, the jobbers 
in turn will order from the manufacturer ana 
the latter will begin to buy the staple. Asa 
result of such a procedure, cotton will com- 
mand a good price for the reason that there 
will be a natura] demand for it, thus putting 
the wheels of industry in motion and stim- 
ulating business activity. + 

Consumers have it in their power to pnt 
the plan in operation. Merchants have the 
cotton goods and must sell or they won't 
need to place new orders; the jobbers are 
stocked, waiting on the ‘merchants to buy; 
manufacturers cannot sell to the jobbers until 
the latter dispose of their present stock: 
therefore, raw cotton will not be in demand 
till the manufac'‘urers can find a market for 
their output of goods. It is apparent then 
that the consumer is the one upon whom 
rests the responsivility of starting the ball 
to-rolling. 

Such a movement could be carried out 
without it proving burdensome to anyone. It 
is a simple, practicable, sensible plan, one 
that ought to commend itself to the public 
more forcibly than the “buy-a-bale”’ move- 
ment, for the plain reason that it would 
create a demand fvr cotton, while the later 
movement only looks to the retirement of 
cotton from the market—so-called “distress” 
cotton—when, in fact, under present condi- 
tions every bale in the south is of that class. 

Such goods as calicoes, ginghams, sheet- 
ing, shirting, outing and cotton flannels are 
staple. If southern people desire to express 
their patriotism in a practical way, let the 
families make an immediate purchase of one 
hundred yards of these and similar other 
cotton goods. When this is done, business 
will become active and hard-time talk will 
cease. 

We commend this plan to the daily 
newspapers and to the various commercial 
bodies, chambers of c»'nmerce, industria] as- 
sociations and other organizations that are in 
position to give it extensive publicity and 
secure nation-wide support in carrying it to 
success.

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‘HERE IS AN OBJECT LESSON © 


TO NATIONAL FINANCIERS 


(From The Tifton Gazette.) 


If Secretary McAdoo and the majority 
leaders in congress had spent an hour in 
Tifton Saturday they would have had an 
object lesson. Conditions would also have 
been eye-openers to those who insist there 
is plenty of money in circulation to move 
the cotton crop or who. believe the “buy-a- 
bale” plan can be anything more than a tem- 
porary expedient. 

The day was at the height of the cotton 
Season and the streets were crowded with 
farmers. Cotton receipts for the day were 
the largest they have been since the season 
opened and all day long the farmers crowded 
the lobbies of the local banks. 

But for the first time since Tifton has 
been a miarket not a dollar could they obtain 
in advance on a bale of cotton. Many grow- 
ers deposited their receipts to apply on notes 
or accounts with merchants or notes with the 
banks and in this way some few obtained 
money to continue picking. But although a 
great many offered to deposit their receipts 
for an advance as small as $25 a bale, they 
were invariably met with the reply that the 
money was not to be had. 

The writer has hived in a cotton-produc- 
ing country for nearly fifty years. There has 
been time of war, panic and financial depres- 
sion and cotton has sold as low as four cents 
a pound, but there has never before been a 
time within his recollection when a man could 
not get money on his cotton receipts to pay 
for ginning or the picking of the balance of 
his crop. 

These things force the grower to sell un- 
less he has other resources to pay for gather- 
ing his crop and preparing it for market. 
There were more sales Saturday than at any 
previous day this season, but even then the 
Sales were very small compare’ with the 
amount of cotton brought in. Even when the 
staple was offered for sale there was little 
ready money to move it. Every circumstance 
appeared to combine to force the grower to 
sell for what he could get and not for what 


would be a fair price for his product under 
ordinary circumstances. 

If the cotton grower must sell his crop at 
seven cents a pound, when it was planted 
and cultivated at an expense based on thirteemst 
cents, the average planter will be able to pay 
about half of his obligations. He will lose 
money and face a year of hard times, but he 
will be the most fortunate. The first of his 
obligations to be paid will be his bank notes 
and mortgages; his store accounts will come 
last and he will not have the money to pay 
many of them. The consequence will be dis- 
aster to the merchants and through them to 
the banks and manufacturers and through 
them to the whole country. The planter ‘will 
lose money, but the merchants, manufactur- 
ers and banks will fail. 

Such a condition is intolerable in a coun- 
try which is the richest of the world in 
natural resources and is at peace with other 
nations. It is a condition which will render 
people dissatisfied and foment visionary ~ 
schemes of finance and socialistic ideas. It 
will cause the public to lose confidence in the 
men who are directing the affairs of the gov- 
ernment and those who.control the country’s 
financial institutions. 

It is only fair to aksume that the same 
condition prevailed all over the cotton belt 
that was noted in Tifton Saturday. Worse 
still, no change appears in sight. This con- 
dition confronted our government and our 
financiers two months ago. There has been 
much talk, but there has been nothing done 
that afforded relief. 

The Gazette believes that if the men in 
charge of the government of the country’s 
financial institutions could see and under- 
stand conditions as they actually exist in 
the cotton belt, some relief would be afforded 
The cotton grower has done his duty when 
he produces the cotton.

Half Acreage Only in Cotton. 


Editor Constitution: Permit me to heart- 
liv indorse the editorials which you have 
published about the necessity for action to- 
wards relief for the cotton situation. As 
you say, the corner is turned now and the 
prospect is brighter. 

As a farmer, it seems to me that it would 
be a very difficult matter to limit the number 
of bales to be grown by each farmer, for 
the reason that he might plant for three 
bales and favorable conditions would result 
in four.

There it strikes me that the best plan 
would be to allow the farmer to cultivate 
one-half of his land in cotton, no matter 
how many bales he raises.

ourselves to curtail next year’s crop.

Thinks Legislation Nesesare: 


Editor Constitution: It seems to me that 
the best plan of legislation looking to the 
reduction of cotton acreage would be first 
to require every farmer to make a state- 
ment, under oath, of the amount of acreage 
he plants in cotton, and the amount in other 
products, and then to enact a law prohibit- 
ing him from planting over one-third of his 
total acreage in cotton. 

A penalty should be provided for of $25 
for every acre planted in violation of this 
law, with all costs incident to the proving of 
said violation. The damages could consti- 
tute a first mortgage on all cotton produced. 
The township assessing board should -have 
the Power to pass on cotton acreage re- 
turns. 

It is my belief that this act would reduce 
cotton acreage over the south approximately 
50 per cent. In addition it would practically 
force a three-year rotation of crops, which 
we should have done for the past fifty 
years. It would cut our fertilizer bill in 
half and the south would become  self- 
supporting. 

In the event cotton should go to fifteen 
cents, it would be easy enough to suspend 
a working of the law for a year now and 
then. 

With a state warehouse receipt, so sound 
and strong that we can draw money from.all 
over the world to help finance cotton after 
it is made, and with state control of acreage, 
so we will never in. the future pile up an 
unmanageable surplus, the south will easily 
become the greatest agricultural section on 
the face of the globe.

OUTPUT OF COTTON 
MUST BE REDUCE 


New Orleans Convention 
Favors Arousing Public 
Sentiment and Ultimate 
Action by States to Regu- 
late Planting. 


New Orleans, September 30.—Arous- 
ing public senttment in favor of great- 
ly reduced acreage or total elimination 
of cotton planting next year through 
the medium of county organizations 
with the ultimate aim of having state 
législatures enact Jaws regulating 
planting, was the decision of the south- 
ern cotton convention today, as the 
best method of meeting the situation 
caused by the European war. The 
measure was a compromise one and 
was unanimously adopted. 

The plan is to have county organiza- 
tions of the farmers’ union and the 
Southern Cotton association to obtain 
Pledges from planters signifying that 
they will reduce acreage at least one- 
half and where possible to have them 
pledge not to plant at all in 1915. Then 
the county oreanizations are requested 
to petition the governor of the state to 
call a special session of the legislature 
to enact laws either prohibiting plant- 
ing at all or providing fort acreage re- 
duction of at least 50 per cent. 

The compromise was considered by 
many delegates as a victory for the 
Texas representatives. It was agreed 
to after the convention reached a dead- 
lock on.the reduction question in a ses- 
sion last night that lasted until nearly 
midnight. The matter went back to the 
resolutions committee and the compro- 
mise measure today was the result. 
Advocates of “no planting” admitted 
that without the support of Texas the 
work of the convention would be use- 
less. 

Tt was decidéd today to send a com- 
mittee from the convention into Texas 
next week for a brief educational cam- 
paign along the lines laid down by thé 
convention. 

A fund for carrying on the work 
decided necessary was started on the 
convention floor and was led by a $500 
contribution of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce. An eastern life insur- 
ance company pledged $500 and in a 
few minutes a total of $1,795 was 
pledged. 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

“Be it resolved, That it is the sense 
of this convention that it would be 
wreatiy to the interest of the cotton 
vrowers, as well as of every commer- 
cial, industrial and agricultural inter- 
est, not only of ‘the south, but of the 
whole country, that the planting of 
cotton be entirely eliminated, or re- 
duced to the minimum, during the year 
i91b. 

“Be it further resolved, That for this 
purpose the growers of cotton, bank- 
ers, merchants and other allied inter- 


ests in each county, including the farm- |! 


ers’ union and the Southern Cotton 
congress, be requested to meet and or- 


ganize at once (if no such organization 
exists) in order to give immediate con- 
sideration to the foregoing resolution 
and especially for the purpose of sign- 
ing binding pledges to reduce theif re- 
spective planting of cotton 
per cent or more, or to pledge 
selves to omit the planting thereof en- 
tirely for the year 1915. 

“Re it further resolved, That in or- 
dex to insure that no cotton be planted, 
or not more than fifty (50) per cent, 


during the year 1915, the said associa-: 


tion and organizations request the gov- 
ernors of the various cotton states to 
convene the legislatures for the pur- 
pose of passing uniform laws prohibit- 
me the planting wf cotton, or of reduc- 
ing the acreage to such a point as to 
eliminate all future damage from boll 
weevils and other cotton pests as weil 
as to accomplish the many desirable 
results above enumerated. 

“Be it further resolved, That this 


convention recommend and advise all, 


cotton producers, ‘bankers and merch- 
ants to co-operate in withholding from 
sale as mu?h cotton as possible until 
it ean be sold at a price that will give 
a fair return to the producer.”

Thurman, Tired of Jail Lite,| WHITE WOMEN CENT \This New Shoe Department 


Asks Hearing on Contempt 
Charge, and Cut in Alimony 


Arthur Thurman, the young lawyer 
whose matrimonial, love and legal 
troubles have furnished newspaper 
sensation for these many months, now 
breaks forth as his own attorney in 
an effort to break out of jail and to 
reduce the alimony which the supe- 
rior court demands that he pay his 
wife.

Cetton as Security. 


“It is true that there is a great 
amount of indebtedness which can 
be liquidated only by the sale of cot- 
ton, but in view of the increased cost 
of production in recent years, sales at 
present prices would be in many cases 
inadequate for the discharge of these 
obligation, so that even if the pro- 
ducer, being unable to sell his cotton 
for enough to pay his indebtedness, 
should turn it over to his creditor, 
many of these creditors would be ina 
position to hold, and much of the cot- 
toh would be withheld from the ac- 
tual market. 

“The financing of the present crop 
began with its planting last March or 
April. It is the one crop in the south 
on which loans are always freely 
made until it is harvested, and investi- 
gations recently made by chambers of 
commerce in southern states show that 
advances on cotton in different states, 
made from the time of the planting 
of the crop until it left the gins, range 
from $30 to $44 per bale. The last 
four crops, including seed, have 
brought the people of the southern 
States a gross average of nearly one 
thousand million dollars per year, of 
which amount about one-half has 
come from domestic and Canadian 
mills and the remainder represents 
the value of exports to foreign coun- 
tries. 

“By the sale of this crop the south 
has been enabled not only to discharge 
its obligations promptly every fall, but 
has added half a billion dollars each 
year to the national trade ‘balance. 
Cotton production is stimulated by 
high prices, and conversely it is cur- 
tailed when prices fall below the cost 
of production. This has been particu- 
larly true in those years when prices 
were low throughout the season and 
continued low during planting time 
in the early spring. 

Evils of Overproduction. 


“Never have the- evils of overpro- 
duction been so universally appreci- 
ated in the south as now, nor ever be- 
fore has there been such grim deter- 
mination to hold cotton and to rad- 
ically curtail acreage. Public senti- 
ment in many southern states has been 
so aroused that there is now a gen- 
eral clamor for legislation os the 
states to regulate the production of 
cotton, and some farmers have gone 
so far as to demand that the planting 
of any cottonswhatever in 1915 be pro- 
hibited. 

“Of course extreme action of this 
kind is not anticipated, but it is un- 
doubtedly true that should prices fall 
considerably: below the average cost of 
production, which is probably about 10 
cents per pound, prevail for the next 
six months, cotton will be parted with 
only as necessity arises, and most se- 
rious curtailment in acreage for the 
next crop will be the inevitable se- 
quence. Many of those who might be 
inancially able to put their lands in 
cotton ‘would be attracted by the high 
prices for grain and would plant food 
crops, while others less independent 
might be willing to continue in cotton 
but would find themselves unable to 
secure the necessary advances. 

“No well-informed man on southern 
conditions will deny that further di- 
versification in southern farming is de- 
sirable, and that more attention should 
be paid to cattle raising and to the 
production of foodstuffs. But it would

CHANGES CONSIDERED 
IN WAR REVENUE BILL 


Washington, September $80.—Changes 
in the war revenue bill being consider- 
ed by democrats of .ne senate finance 
committee include one to eliminate e6n- 
tirely the proposed tax of $2 a thou- 
sand on bank capital and surplus. 
Senator John Sharp Williams, a mem- 
ber of the committee, today introduced 
an amendment in the senate to strike 
out this tax. 

Other amendments to make up for 
the deficiency that would be caused 
by abandoning the bank tax and the 
elimination of the tax of 2 cents a 
gallon on gasoline are as follows: 

A tax of 2 cents on all bank checks, 
drafts, letters of credit, ete.; a tax of 
5 cents a gallon on rectified whiskies, 
which, it is estimated, would yield 
about $5,000,000 revenue; an increase 
of 25 cents a barrel in the proposed 
$1.50 tax on beer, making the total 
levy $1.75 a barrel, to yield a total 
estimated revenue of $62,000,000, and a 
tax of 25 cents per horsepower on all 
passenger automobiles.

BRITAIN AND JAPAN 


IN NO SECRET PACT ' 


Washington, September $0.—Official ; 
and diplomatic quarters united today | 


in discrediting a published report of 
a secret Anglo-Japanese agreement, 
under which Japan was to have a free 
hand in China, was to be permitted to 
send Japanese immigrants to all parts 
of the British empire, including Cana- 
da and Australia, and w to have a

HUERTA CONCESSIONS 
HAVE BEEN ANNULLED. 

Washington, September 30.—The 
state department today issued a state- 
ment saying official advices from Mex- 
ico City announced the issuance of 
a decree annulling all mine titles 
granted during the Huerta adminis- 
tration. The decree was dated August 
29. according to the statement. 

“Sixty days from the date of the 
decree are allowed mining agents to 
make application for the renewal of 
all procedure previously taken,” the 
statement continues. 

Ae further stipulated that all 
payments required by the mining lawe 
of Mexico in connection with mining 
titles or mining claims must be made 
again to the present central adminis- 
tration. 

“All rights will be lost by persons 
who have not complied with the above 
mentioned rules before the expiration 
of the stipulated sixty days, and the 
mining land thereafter will be con- 
sidered as open to denouncement.” 

Without definite information as to 
what interests would be affected by 
the decree, state department officials 
were reticent to express any opinion 
as to its effect. The possibility that 
American and other foreign-owned 
properties might be involved, added to 
the interest in the news.
